RAIDERS DRIVEN IN BY TROOPS, 


Col. Corbin Says the End of the War Is 
Doubtless at Hand. 


: Poe Rivcz, S. D., Jan. 13.—[Special.]— 
Gen. Miles has triumphed. The greatest In- 


solved. The commanding General has re- 
ceived the absolute submission of all the 


among the Brules. The reds are pocketed in 
a ravine within two miles of the agency with 
the troops on all sides of them. Kicking 
Bear, Short Bull, and Two Strike now say 
thet the war is over and they are willing to do 
just what Miles orders. 

The General has told them that in future 
they will not be robbed, but on the other hand 
they will get absolutely honest treatment at 
the hands of the War Department, represent- 
ed here by Capt. Pierce. Miles has said 
nothing to the chiefs about disarmament, but 
with the force at his command he, can carry 
out that policy if he so desires. 

Col. Henry with his Ninth Cavalry and the 
commands of Carr, Summer, Sanford, and 
Wells are within speaking distance of the 
reds. Gen. Brooke is on a hill to the left of 
the camp and is in communication by signal 
flags with Miles. 

The reds have sent in word that they are 
hungry, and wagon-loads of provisions have 
been sent out. The General commanding has 
declared that the Cheyennes who were on this 
reservation must go to join their brethren on 
the Tongue River. This means that the de- 
cision that was made by the Peace Commis- 
sion appointed to put these fellows together 
will be carried out, the veto of the chief to 
the contrary notwithstanding. 

Gen. Miles says that he has not yet made up 
his mind whether or not to send the Brules 
back to Rosebud. 


Raiders Driven Into the Camp. 


The raiders that have fired the ranches along 
the valley in the front of the troops have been 
driven in by Wells’ command and are 
now mingled so thoroughly with the 
others that they cannot be distinguished. 
Among them is the buck who ‘killed Lieut. 
Casey and the two who murdered Miller. 
The only trouble to be apprehended now is 
the firing of an accidental shot. The sentinels 
that surround the agency have kept 
perfectly cool, and at times that tried 
them to the utmost they have re- 
frained from firing. Bands of reds 
have been coming in with arms under their 
blankets, and the duty of disarming them 
falls to the lot of the soldiers on picket. The 
Indians give up their Winchesters with bad 
grace and sometimes with an open show of re- 
sistance. The relieving them of their arms 
without the firing of a shot shows that the en- 


ple who think they are a crowd of irresponsi- 
ble toughs would try to make the world be- 
Iiè ve. 
The Indians that get in through the lines are 
hungry. Miles feeds them and then explains 
that food awaits them at their camp. They 
go out with a shout when they hear this. The 
friendlies for the first time in two months are 
absolutely quiet, and the stirring-up messages 
that they have received from visiting ghost- 
dancers are now of no effect. The reason is 
that they are thoroughly cowed by Miles’ pol- 
icy of surrounding the whole place with an 
armed force. 
No council between the General and the 
Indians will occur. They have received their 
ultimatum and will probably abide by its con- 


ua wagon train which is to carry back pro- 
visions, for Gen. Brooke’s command. The 
train, with its guard, passed directly by the 
left flank of the Indian encampment, and was 
unmolested. 

Col. Corbin Says Peace Is at Hand. 

A personal letter from Col. Corbin to THE 
Cuicaco Trrsuneg reads that everything looks 
like peace with a big P, and says that proba- 
bly none of the bucks will attempt to break 
through the cordon of troops. 

The following 1s Maj. Burke’s summing up 
of the situation: “Ihave just seen Young- 
Man-Afraid-of-His- Horses and he is sanguine 
of a peaceful settlement. He is just from the 
hostile camp and has been counseling 
with them all night. He says they 
are nervous, excited, and many have lost 
relatives and friends, and it may take a day or 
two to get all of them into a tranquil mood. 
The majority are all right, but some few seem 
hardly able to grasp the idea that the 
whites can treat them well after cap- 
turing them. An Indian warrior angry clean 
through aimost always courts the opportunity 
to meet death when he once makes up his 
mind to a final effort, and he can look serenely 
on the last ditch. Gen. Miles has them in 
such a position, however, that they are danger- 
ous only to their immediate surreundings. 

“The action of the friendly Indians, who 
have been the majority of the Ogallalas, should 
be impressed on the American public and 
meet Government recognition. It is a bright 
feature in this affair and denotes an ability in 
the future of better influence among them 
Prevailing as strongly asin our own com- 
munities.“

SETTLERS PANICSTRICKEN. 


Indians in Washington Threaten to Go on 
the Warpath. : 
CouLEE Cxrx, Wash., Jan. 13.—Indians near 
here are in warpaint and the young bucks are 
all eager to go on the warpath. The people 
are alarmed all along the line of the railroad 
and especially on the border of the reservation. 
The following petition was sent from Spring 
Coulee, Okanogan County, to the Commander 
of Spokane Post: We, citizens of Okanogan, 
ask and demand that you send troops to pro- 
tect us against Indians who are preparing for 
an outbreak. There is imminent danger of 
trouble. There will probably be fighting ere 
you get this. Indians here and from British 
Columbia are all armed for war.?“ 


WILL ORDER OUT MILITIA, 


Gov. Mellette to Protect the Settlers in 
South Dakota. 

Prerrz, S. D., Jan. 13.—[Special.]—£vi- 
dence is coming in every day that marching 
bands of hostiles are running over the country 
lying between White and Cheyenne Rivers, 
sometimes getting within twenty-five miles of 
the Missouri River, committing depredations 
on stock and all property they find. Settlers 
throughout that region have all crossed the 
Missouri, seeking refuge in towns, only a few 
ranchmen and cowboys being left to care for 
the stock. The Governor contemplates order- 
ing all State militia companies to be sent 
there soon to protect property and codperate 
with the troops further west. 


INDIANS ARE BADLY SCARED. 


Gen, Miles Says the Greatest Difficulty Will 
Be to Restore Confidence. 

Wasmxdrox, D. C., Jan. 13.—Gen. Scho- 
field today received the following telegram 
from Gen. Miles at Pine Ridge: 

Gen. Brooke’s command is now camped five 
miles distant on White Clay Creek and the entire 
body of Indians are between the two commands. 
Gen. Brooke has commanded his force with con- 
siderable skill and excellent judgment. The 
greatest difficulty is now to restore confidence. 
The Indians have great fear that their arms will 
be taken away and then all treated 
like tnuse who were on Wounded Knee. They 
have a large number of wounded women and 
children, which creates a most depressing feeling 
among the families and a desperate disposition 
among them. Military measures and movements 
have been successful. The control and govern- 
ment now become the problem, but no serious 
embarrassment is apprehended at present. 


NO CONFERENCE WITH HOSTILES, 


Gen. Miles Gives Them a Couple of Days to 
Recover Their Nerve. 

Prsz Rdn, S. D., Jan. 13.—Contrary to 
expectations there was no conference between 
the chiefs of the hostiles and Gen. Miles today. 
The latter states that the Indians are still 
timid and apprehensive of punishment, and 
he proposes to allow a couple of days to 
elapse before attempting to bring the negotia- 
tions to aclose. Thus far the disposition he 
has shown to treat the Indians kinaly has 
made for him many warm friends among 
them. This fact, coupled with the pains 
‘Capt. Pierce, the new agent, is taking to show 
the Indians that everything they are entitled 
to under the treaty will be issued 
to them, will undoubtedly have a 
beneficial ect, and yet an act for which 
neither of these gentlemen may be responsi- 
ble may undo all that has already been done 
to bring the war to a close. 

A member of G Troop, Second Infantry, 
who came in today with the detachment of 
the Seventh Infantry under Maj. Egbert, re- 
ports that 600 Indians broke away last night 
from the hostile camp and had been followed 
by Col. Sanford and Col. Henry. At head- 
quarters no report was received concerning 
the matter. Col. Corbin says the report 
was occasioned by the fact that 
the commands mentioned had left in the direc- 
tion of Wounded Knee on a scout. There is 
now under discussion the advisability of en- 
listing scouts for service in the reservation. 
The agency .is now guarded by a force of 
ninety-nine Indian policemen, sixty of whom 
were enlisted for two months at the time the 
trouble broke out. ‘To the thirty-nine regular 
policemen an offer has been made giving them 
the option of entering the scouting service or 
remaining on the police force. In the former 
their pay will be $13 per month, with an 
allowance of 40 cents per day for their 
horses. This amounts to about $25 per month. 
This party of scouts will be distinct from the 
scouts now under the command of Lieut. Tay- 
lor of the Ninth Cavalry, and who have en- 
listed since the opening of the campaign. Mr. 
Taylor will endeavor to take his command 
with him to Fort Robinson at the close of the 
difficulty and endeavor to render them an ideal 
troop of what has been termed irregular cav- 
alrg. It was thought the Indian police would 

‘oppose the plan of transfer to the scout- 
ing service because the term of enlistment 
in the latter is only six months. 
They feared that at the end of the first enlist- 
ment they would be discharged the service 
and thus left without an occupation. Having 
been assured that they would be given perma- 
nent employment they have to a man decided 
to become scouts.

ON THE WARPATH IN MONTANA. 


A Band of 250 Sioux Raiding the Country 
Around Snake Creek. 

CMO, Mont., Jan. 13.—[Special.]—Four 
families came in today from Snake Creek and 
reported that a band of about 250 Sioux In- 
dians were raiding the country, killing cattle, 
stealing horses, and committing other depre- 
dations. The town is ill-prepared for defense 
against an Indian attack. Six rifles, a few re- 
volvers and shotguns constitute the only 
means of defense. The citizens held a meet- 
ing at 4 0’clock and decided to make a requi- 
sition on Gov. Toole for 500 stands of arms 


with ammunition.

PAYS SEVEN PER CENT. 


LAST YEAR’s EARNINGS OF THE WEST 
SIDE STREET-CAR COMPANY. 


But All the Money Is Not to Be Paid Over 
to the Stockholders—President Yerkes 
Throws Down the Gauntlet to the City 
Council—None but Valuable Franchises 
Will Be Paid For—Lake Street .“ 
Road Chooses Directors— North Side 
Election. 


The net earnings of the West Chicago Street 
railroad company 3 are equal to pay- 
ing a trifle over 7 per t on the $10,000,000 
capital stock. The figures which speculators 
would have given a small fortune to have had 
advance information about came out at 
the annual meeting yesterday. 

From a list of stockholders numbering over 
800 there were less than fifty gathered in the 
President’s room at the company’s general 
office. The stockholders present owned and 
represented by proxy $6,176,400 of the stock. 
After the stockholders had formally indorsed 
the actions of the Board of Directors for the 
last year President Yerkes read his annual 
report. The result of the year’s operations 
was stated as follows:

started. It has been the policy of the mange- 
ment to keep a large number of employés en- 
gaged in watching curves and other points of 
danger to insure the proper working of the 
cable and prevent as far as possible delays 
and stoppages. After the men are thoroughly 
drilled in the operation of the road there will 
not only be still better service but a great deal 
of the present expense will be done away with. 
The experience of the North Side will be re- 
peated on the West Side. 

The added facilities afforded by the cable 
have increased the receipts of the Milwaukee 
avenue line 100 per cent, and on the Madison 
street line 60 per cent. . 

The average cost of running a horse-car a 
mile has been 18 cents. Cable expenses are 
much less than that. The average number of 
miles traveled by a horse each day has been 
fourteen miles. The average feed required 
by the horses has been sixteen pounds of 
grain and ten pounds of hay. 

Seven and one-half miles of new track have 
been laid. The company expected to lay at 
least fifty miles of new track during the year 
and most of the material for that construction 
was provided at the beginning of the year. 
The company was prevented from making 
such extensions, President Yerkes said, be- 
cause of the attitude of the City Council. The 
ordinances the Council passed contained such 
provisions that the company was. unable to 
accept them. 

Will Stand No Nonsense from the City. 

Mr. Yerkes threw down the gauntlet to the 
city authorities on the matter of ordinances. 
So long as ordinances are hampered by such 
gbjectionabie features, he said, not a mile 
of. new road would be built. The 
company stands always ready, he said, 
to pay the city for every 
privilege that was of value. As an instance 
of that spirit he spoke of the company paying 
$100,000 for the Taylor street franchise. But 
it will continue to be the policy of the com- 
pany, he said, to refuse to pay taxes on the 
construttion of lines from which no profit 
could be drawn in operating, but, on the con- 
trary, would have to be operated for a time at 
a loss. The company was willing to extend 
its lines, even with the prospect of getting no 
profit from them, but it is not willing to pay 
for the privilege of doing 80. 

The question of cabling Blue Island avenue 
was taken up. It was stated that in all proba- 
bility the work would be commenced this 
year. The western section of the new tunnel 
between Jackson.and Van Buren streets is 
practically finished and the work has been 
begun on the eastern section. The work 
under the Pennsylvania railroad property is 
almost done. 

The Treasurer’s report presented some in- 
teresting statistics. The number of pas- 
sengers carried during the year was 75,152, 694. 
This was an merease over 1889 of 13.82 per 
cent. The cost of carrying each passenger 
averaged 2.93 cents. This was a decrease of 
.04 cents. The number of miles the cars trav- 
eled was 12,215,908, an increase of 15.57 per 
cent. 

The following ticket was proposed by Pres- 
ident Yerkes for election as directors: C. T. 
Yerkes, W. L. Elkins, J. B. Parsons, R. C. 
Crawford, David R. Fraser. The ticket was 
elected by a unanimous vote. The only 
change from the old board is the substitution 
of David R. Fraser of Fraser & Chalmers for 
Andrew Crawford. 

A stockholder asked the President what the 
prospect for the next dividend was. 

The dividend is declared by the Board of 
Directors, said Mr. Yerkes, and I cannot 
say what ‘its action will be, but I will say 
that it is the policy of the company not to pay 
out all its net earnings in dividends, but 
rather to provide a strong surplus.“ 

That did not brighten the hopes of the spec- 
ulators who have been banking on a heavy 
increase in thedividend. It would seem that 
there may be possibilities of an increase in the 
dividend to6 per cent, but itis certain that 
there will not be a greater increase than that 
and quite possible that there will be no change 
at all till the working of the cable is more ful- 
ly demonstrated. 

At the annual meeting of the stockholders 
of the North Chicago Street railroad company 
yesterday a new Board of Directors consist- 
ing of Charles T. Yerkes, W. L. Elkins, W. D. 
Meeker, and C. A. Soring Jr. was elected. 
The Treasurer’s report showed an increased 
earning for the year of $331,656, while the 
operating expenses have been 56 910 per cent 
and the net profits 10 3-10 per cent. The com- 
pany now carries passengers seven and one- 
half miles for one fare, but the directors say 
that this fact shall not be in the way of exten- 
sions as the people require them. 


LAKE STREET ELEVATED ROAD, 


The Stockholders Meet and Elect Directors 
for the Ensuing Year. 

The annual meeting of the stockholders of 
the Lake Street Elevated railroad company 
was held yesterday in the office of the com- 
pany in the Marine Building. P. H. Rice was 
made the Chairman of the stockholders’ meet- 
ings for the year and O. W. Bruner Secretary, 
T. P. Hick, O. H. Brady, M. C. McDonald, P. 
H. Rice, O. W. Bruner, William H. Fitzger- 
ald, Edwin Walker, H. P. Thompson, and H. 
L. Holland were elected directors. There was 
but one ticket nominated. Col. Alberger 
made an informal report regarding the east- 
ern terminus of the road. He said the pro- 
posed line from Market street east on 
Lake had been abandoned with the 
understanding that the property-own- 
ers would secure the right of way 
through the alleys paralleling Lake street on 
each side. This right of way had not yet been 
secured, but the property-owners were still at 
work on the matter. 

The contractors were now awaiting the re- 
port of a board of engineers in reference to 

the Lake street bridge. Col. 
Alberger said the company expected to have 
the road in operation between Market and 
Ada streets by May 1. He did not know when 
the construction work beyond Ada street 
would be resumed, but said the work had been 
stopped on account of the stringency of

d. M. BARTHOLOMEW ur ro PRISON. 


Hartford’s Defaulting Financier Returns 
from Canada to a Guilty. 

Hartrrorp, Conn., Jan. 13.—[Special.]— 
Hartford had a today when it was 
announced that George M. Bartholomew, who 
tied to Canada in July, 1886, to escape the law, 
had returned and surrendered himself. With 
such secrecy was the matter conducted that 
the presence of Bartholomew in the city was 
unknown to other than half a dozen relatives 
and his counsel. He arrived from Canada 
last Saturday at midnight, and with his face 
secreted in a heavy cloak was hurried away 
from the depot and taken to his own house in 
a close carriage. Monday arrangements were 
made for a special session Of the court today 
to decide his case. 

Bartholomew was one ofthe most promi- 
nent of Hartford fanciers, and for years had 
been estimated to be worth @ million or more. 
He was called to the Presi y of the Charter 
Oak Life Insurance compaiy to endeavor to 
save it from a receiver, He had been Presi- 
dent of the wealthy Holyéke Water-Power 
company, director in -sevéral manufacturing 
corporations, and financialmanager of several 
religious and benevolent organizations. 

The exposure of the defalcations of Maj. 
Plunkett in June, 1886, precipitated 
Bartholomew’s ruin. Suspicion was aroused, 
his credit was questioned, and finally it 
was revealed that he was improperly using 
funds belonging to the various corporations. 
He hurried to New York to consult 
with his brother-in-law, Cyrus W. Field, and 
get financial assistance, je there he heard 
that warrants had been issued at Hartford 
and that night he fled to nada. He corre- 
sponded largely with the trustee of his estate, 
endeavoring to unravel the snarl, and last 
September his friends petitioned the court to 
abandon the prosecution. The prosecuting 
officer objected and the petition was de- 
nied. It was intimated that noth- 
ing short of a return and surrender 
would be satisfactory. Bartholomew hesitated, 
but the only alternatives were perpetual exile 
or risk of a term of imprisonment. He chose 
the latter. Counsel made touching appeals to 
the Judge this morning r the Prosecuting 
Attorney had dropped two pf the counts and 
Bartholomew had pleaded @uilty on the other, 
alleging misappropriation of the avails of a 
$10,000 note of the Charter Oak Life Insurance 
company. A physician testified that he was 
suffering from congestion of the lungs, and 
because of his advanced age, 75 years, he was 
in a feeble condition. His appearance fully 
warranted this opinion. 

Judge Fenn said that he had full sympathy 
for the accused, but the erime of aman of 
such high standing was bad for public morals, 
and the law required that he be made an ex- 
ample of. He was senteneed to one year in 
State prison. His friends will appeal to the 
State Board of Pardons for his early release. 


ANOTHER CHANCE FOR SHERIFF FLACK. 


The Court of Appeals Sends His Case Back 
for a New Trial. 

Arpany, N. X., Jan. 18.—[Special.]—The 
Court of Appeals has gent back for a new 
trial the conspiracy case of ex-Sheriff Flack 
and his son. The charge was that Flack and 
his son with others had by conspiracy obtained 
a divorce for ex-Sheriff James A. Flack. Two 
of the seven Judges dissent fm the decision. 
Judge Andrews writing thé*opinion held that 
Judge Barrett erred in his charge to the jury 
by invading the province of the jury and that 
in conspiracy the intent be shown to 
constitute the crime,

IN DIRE PERIL FROM THE BRITISHERS. 


Awful Warning to Congress on the, Subject 
of Coast Defenses. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Jan. 18.—[Special. ]—A 
startling-looking pamphlet was sent around 
the Capitol today. It was entitled The 
Stricken Nation,“ and recounted the terrible 
fate of this country at the hands of the malig- 
nant Britisher in the year 1893. The story is 
intended as an awful warning to. Congress on 
the subject of coast defenses. The front of 
the book is devoted to a picturesque and 
vivid picture of the destruction of New York. 
In the foreground a very demoralized 
Statue of Liberty, armless and tottering, looks 
out despairingly. Every ship, and there are a 
number of them on the bay and river, is send- 
ing up sheets of flame, while New York City 
itself presents the appearance of a volcano in 
active eruption. On the rear cover a still 
more depressing picture represents our own 
proud city sinking under the shells of our 
neighbors from over the sea. The Capitol is 
very far gone. The Statue of Freedom on the 
dome has toppled, while sheets of flame are 
issuing from the dome. The building itself 
has been turned completely around by the 
force of the bombardment. The poor Wash- 
ington Monument has been broken off like a 
stick of candy. If this pamphlet does not 
have the desired effect our legislators are not 
susceptible to fear. 


PREACHERS CHARGED WITH HERESY. 


They Recognized the Right to Vote for Pub- 
lic Officers, 

Pirrssura, Pa., Jan. 13.— The Rev. J. R. J. 
Milligan of the Allegheny Reformed Presby- 
terian Church was placed on trial by the Pres- 
bytery of the Reformed Church today charged 
with heresy. At the conclusion of his trial 
the Rev. A. W. McClurkin will be tried for the 
same offense. Several months ago the ac- 
cused with five other ministers of the same 
faith met in the East End of this city and 
adopted a platform recognizing the right to 
vote for public officers. For this the ministers 
were tried and suspended from the church 
and the Rev. Mr. Milligan is now arraigned. 
The trials have excited great interest and the 
Wilkinsburg church, where it is in progress, 
was crowded all day. The congregations are 
in sympathy with their pastors and a split in 
the church is feared if the suspended minis- 
ters are not reinstated by the General Synod. 
It is generally believed that the Kevs. Milligan 
and McClurkin will also be convicted and 
suspended. 


POPE LEO AND THE SCHOOL QUESTION. 


Cardinal Gibbons Sends a Communication 
to Nome on the Subject, 
Batrtmore, Md., Jan. 13.—Cardinal Gib- 
bons’ attention was today called to the infor- 
mation cabled from Rome to the effect that

FORGOT HER PROFESSION. 


EMMA ABBOTT'S WILL IS CRITICISED 
BY THEATRICAL PEOPLE, 


The Chorus of Her Late Company Penni- 
less and Positively Suffering—Fred Solo- 
mon Calls the Disposition of Her Es- 
tate “Bad Taste”—Another Says It 
Shows “Utter Indifference to the Opin- 
jon of Her Recent Associates "—Expecta- 
tions Sorely Disappointed. 


The provisions of the will of the late Emma 
Abbott werg received with marked surprise m 
theatrical circles in this city yesterday—sur- 
prise not so much as to some of the benefici- 
arie3 as to the fact that not a member of Miss 
Abbott’s profession was remembered. 

It has been an open secret for some years— 
in fact Miss Abbott herself is quoted as the 
authority—that when she died there would be 
provision found in her will for the continu- 
ance of her charities. Expectation was disap- 
pointed when it developed that none of those 
who have stood by Miss Abbott so faithfully 
in years past, and who might have been re- 
garded as probable beneficiaries to some ex- 
tent at least, were even mentioned in the will. 

Miss Abbott’s estate is, according to the 
will, about $500,000 in the aggregave, a sum 
far below the figures that usually were quoted. 
The immediate relatives are liberally provided 
for. D. A., or Danny,“ Consadine, as he is 
familiarly known, receives $5,000. Consadine 
is the only one of those about Miss Abbott 
who received a bequest. When Miss Abbott 
first employed him she took him from a 
menial postion in a Nashville, Tenn., theater, 
and he advanced in her service until he be- 
came treasurer of the company. 


Nine Churches Get $5,000 Each. 


Nine churches each receive $5,000, and the 
rest goes to charitable institutions of various 
natures, but not one to an institution for indi- 
gent or infirm professionals. 

A reporter for Taz Trrsune called on many 
of the professional people now in the city 
yesterday, and all expressed themselves freely 
concerning the, to them, surprising omissions 
in Miss Abbott’s will. All are of that stand- 
ing in the profession which would render Miss 
Abbott’s action a matter of indifference as 
far as present or future personal needs are 
concerned, 

While not a few declined to permit their 
names to be mentioned, all were a unit in 
the opinion that the neglect to remember 
the profession in the will formed a 
just cause of criticism. In addition to this it 
was positively stated that the treatment of the 
disbanded company had been such as to 
warrant unqualified condemnation. 

1 think it was bad taste,“ said Fred 
Solomon, to say the least. The people who 
stood by Miss Abbott faithfully for many 
years were entitled to expect something. You 
might say they were paid for doing as they 
did, but a person doesn’t need to be in this pro- 
fession long to find out that there is a kind 
of faithfulness that money won't buy. 

This is the nature of the service Miss Ab- 


| bott obtained from those about her. She 


should at least have left something to the 
Actors’ Fund or the Actors’ Order of Friend- 
ship. Persons who attain the prominence in 
theatrical life that Emma Abbott did should 
nov forget for an instant how much they are 
indebted to the support of others. I don’t 
mean to criticise the dead, but the principle 
of such an action is all wrong. 


Without Engagement and Penniless. 


% do not know so much about her leaving 

money to the profession at large—but, O. 
those poor people in her company! Miss Ab- 
bott ought to have provided well for them. 
Just think of it! Without an engagement in 
the middle of the season and penniless, for 
| that xs the way most of the chorus people 
were. Miss Abbott was rich, and when sbe 
knew she was going to die why did she not 
leave word that the people who had served 
her so faithfully should be well provided for. 
You know, just after the holidays theatrical 
people are always poor, for we have to remem- 
ber our friends. It was just after this time, 
sad to say, that Miss Abbott died.“ 

J cannot understand it,” said Harry Hal- 
lam. [t seems to me a singular thing for a 
woman like Miss Abbott, who has so much 
cause to remember the profession, to do. 
Certainly Miss Abbott had a right to do as she 
pleased with her money. Her action, how- 
ever, will lead to unfavorable comment.“ 

In my estimation,” said Mr. J. H. Ryley, 
„Miss Abbott’s will showed a distinct lack of 
charity in her make-up. The idea of leaving 
$45,000 to the churches that she was always in 
a row with and not a cent to the people who 
by hard and faithful work helped her to gain 
her wealth. I am more than surprised, and I 
think you will find that most professional peo- 
ple will say the same thing.“ 

“There’s one thing that ought to 
be considered, Mr. Starr remarked, 
“and that is Miss Abbott's un- 
warrantable neglect of the profession 
as regards the people that were withher. I 
was with Miss Abbott’s company eight years 
ago. When I saw the members of the com- 
pany here last week there were some of the 
same faces among the chorus that were num- 
bered with the company in my day. 

Been with Her Many Years, 

„Some of Miss Abbott’s people had been 
with her ten or twelve years. They had be- 
come drilled in her répertoire and in her 
ways of producing operas. Many of 
them are actually now unfitted by 
this experience and advancing age to secure 
engagements with other companies. What 
are these people to do? Most of them are 
penniless, for members of the chorus are not 
given to saving. How did Miss Abbott re- 
ward these people for this service? By leav- 
ing her money to the churches that always 
opposed her, and didn’t neegit, and to chari- 
table institutions that tho @hem bers of her 
own profession never reach.“ 

„As a matter of fact, Mr. John Farrel re- 
marked, “it seems to me it would have been 
only proper for Miss Abbott to have been 
charitable enough to have left a little some- 
thing in such way that it would have ‘ kept her 
memory green’ in the hearts of the profession. 
The utter indifference that her will shows will 
bear fruit in the unpleasant thoughts of which 
the mention of her name will cali up.“ 

A well-known member of the theatrical pro- 
fession, who did not care to have his name ap- 
pear in connection with the statement, 
said: “Possibly it’s improper to speak of 
such matters, but I think it’s only right that 
the public should know the true condition of 
Miss Abbott’s company. My authority is 
Lizzie Annandale, the contralto of the com- 
pany, and other well-known people. Miss An- 
nandale told me. that she had given all the 
money she had to the chorus peo- 
ple, who were positively suffering. She 
said she asked Mr. Pratt for money 
to aid them, and he told her she’d have to get 
it from some one else. He didn’t have any 
more for them. Mr. Pratt paid their fares 
East, as he was obliged to do. Many, in fact, 
nearly all of the chorus people, will reach 
their destinations penniless. 

J tell you it’s tough, awfully tough. The 
public don’t really appreciate the situation of 
these people. It seems more hard to under- 
stand from the fact that when Miss Abbott 
was dying she called the company to her bed- 
side and told them all they would be well pro- 
vided for. Certainly the mere fact of paying 
railway fare isn’t ‘providing well’ for any 
one.

They Applaud the McKinley Bill and De- 
nounce Reciprocity. 

Cotumsus, O., Jan. 13.—[Special. |—The 
Ohio Wool-Growers’ Association held its an- 
nua) meeting here today, with a large attend- 
ance. The Committee on Resolutions ap- 
poinved, consisting of Judge Will 
iam Lawrence of Bellefontaine, Co- 
lumbus Delano, George I. Converse, 
Thomas L. Morris of Peoria, and Amos H. 
Kling of Marion, reported. They approve the 
action of Secretary Windom and George C. 
Tichenor for faithfully enforcing the wool 
tariff law, and further say that under proper 
protective legislation the wool-growers of the 
Unfted States will in due time produce all the 
wool of every kind needed for consumption in 
this country. The resolutions further read: 

Resolved, That while the general policy of pro- 
tective duties shall be maintained the farmers of 
the United States, including wool-growers, should 
have the benefits for all agricultural products, in- 
cluding wool, as fully as the most favored of the 
manufacturing industries. and while this policy 
continues we demand such an jmprovement of 
protective duties on wool as will give American 
wool-growers the privilege of supplying all wool 
and mutton needed for American consumption. 

Resolved, That we denounce any scheme of rec- 
iprocity which has proposed or. shall provide 
for the admission of wool, mutton, or beef free 
from any nation of the Western Hemisphere or. 
elsewhere, and we will oppose in every legitimate 
mode the nomination of any man for any political 
office who will not aid in maintaining the pur- 
poses of this and the preceding resolution. The 
time is at hand when wool-growers in common 
with all engaged in agricultural industries shall 
be heard and felt as an element in political 
power. 

Resolved, That whenever by legislation or reci- 
procity treaty wool shall be admitted free from 
any foreign country we will demand that woolen 
goods shall be admitted free from all foreign 
countries. 

Resolved, That the wool-growers of the United 
States owe a debt of gratitude to William McKin- 
ley Jr. for his labors in incorporating in the act 
ot October, 1890,the best protection attainable 
under the circumstances for wool and mutton, 
which, though not all that wool-growers have a 
right to ask, is such an improvement on the act 
of March 3, 1883, as will aia in giving prosperity 
tothe most important branch of the wool in- 
dustry. . 

Resolved, That we earnestly urge the wool-grow- 
ers in every State and Territory to maintain 
State and Territorial and country organizations 
with a view to secure the full enforcement of ex- 
isting laws for the protection of the wool in- 
dustry, to secure improvement. thereof as may be 
practical, and to maintain their just rights. 

Resolved, That we invite all wool-dealers who 
are not importers of wool to become members of 
the Wool-Growers’ Associations, and that as wool- 
growers we will give a preference in selling wool 
to such dealers. 

Resolved, That we ask that Congress will pro- 
vide for the appointment of an officer in the De- 
partment of Justice to be called the Solicitor of 
the Department of Agriculture, whose business it 
shall be to aid in forcing the laws in favor of agri- 
cultural industries. 

Resoived, That we favor the establishment of a 
newspaper at Washington, D. C., devoted to the 
material and political interests of the wool aud 
mutton industry. j 

Resolved, That we are in sympathy with all as- 
sociations of agriculturists which favor protec- 
tion for all American industries, but not with any 
association which favors free trade.

Their Failure Accounts for the Collapse of 
the Illinois Steel Deal. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 13.—[Special.]—The 
cause of the delay in the Illmois Steel com- 
pany deal, projected some months ago, came 
to light today. O. W. Potter made an offer 
then to buy all the stock held in the East at 
$125. The most of the holders are in Boston 
and New Bedford, and the majority of these 
agreed to accept the terms and gave Mr. Pot- 
ter the option on their stock at that rate until 
March of this year. Nothing further was 
done, and many concluded that the deal had

Henderson, Superintendent of Police, to- 
day ordered every one of the twenty-two gam- 
bling joints of the Flour City to go out of 
business. A week ago there was a change of 
administration, and the proprietor of the 
„Syndicate,“ the largest gambling house in 
the city, imagining that he was solid with the 
new Mayor, got the city editor of one of the 
morning papers to print Sunday morning a 
list of the gambling places except his own and 
three others, with an editorial tirade upon the 
curse of gambling, expecting the Mayor to 
close up all the places mentioned, leaving his 
own large establishment a monopoly of the 
business.

The California Senator Likely to Die at Any

tion of Senator Hearst’s physicians was held 
today, and it is said that a decision was reached 
that the Senator is suffering of cancer of the 
colon or iarge intestine, and that there is ab- 
solutcly no hope of his recovery. While his 
physicians are extremely reticent on the sub- 
ject of the Senator’s condition it is learned 
from intimate fnends of the family that, while 
there has been no alarming change within the 
last few days, death may come at any mo- 
ment or it may be delayed for days, weeks, or 
even months.

AFTER THE SCHOOLBOOK TRUST. 


Provisions of Mrs. Keller's Bill—Mr. Tau- 
beneck’s Measure to Tax Mortgages, 


SPRINGFIELD, III., Jan. 13.—The bill intro- |. 


duced today by Keller of Macon on publi- 
cation of schoolbooks provides for the ap 
pointment of the Superintendent of the Pub- 
lic Instruction, the Regent of the University of 
Illinois, the President of the Normal Univer- 
sity of Normal, the President of South Normal 
University of Carbondale, and the Adjuster of 
the La Salle Institute of Chicago, who shall 
constitute the board to be known as the State 
Text-Book Board. They shall be vested with 
power to provide-fora uniform system of 
school text-books for what are known as the 
common schools of the State, said books to be 
furnished to the parents of school children at 
the lowest minimum price. They shall not be 
changed oftener than once in ten years. The 
bill provides for an appropriation of $200,000 
to carry the law into effect. 
erman J. Taubeneck, one of the three 
F. M. B. A. members, introduced a bill to 
amend the present law governing the assess- 
ment of property and the collection of taxes. 
The principal change is in Sec. 3, which 
rovides that credits secured by mortgages on 
nds or lots shall be assessed as such part of 
the real estate. This bill also provides that 
all promissory n bonds, etc., shall be 
assessed and shall uncolleetible unless, 
when due, it bears upon it the stamp of the 
Assessor, dated May 1, each year it has run. 

The bill introduced in the House today by 
D. G. Ramsay of St. Clair is a bill to repeal 
the *“* Merritt law passed in 1887 making the 
instigation to boy¢gott, etc., a crime. Several 
bills for the repeal of,this law were introduced 
in the Thirty-sixth General Assembly, but 
failed of passage. 

Representative Van Praag’s bill for the 
amendment of the Dramshop act provides 
that where g suloonkeeper is of selling 
liquor to habitual drunkards it must be shown 
in order to convict that the saloonkeeper 
had personal knowledge that the man was an 
habitual drunkard. [ 

The Compulsory Education bill introduced 
by Representative Ramsay today repeals the 

resent law and substitutes therefor provis- 
ions similar to the bill introduced last week 
by the Democrats in the Senate. Several bills 
of the same character were introduced in the 
House, but it is safe to say the measure finally 
adopted will be no particular man’s measure, 
but a committee bill prepared with great 
care.

Tonight Kennedy issued a challenge to Mc- 
Auliffe and posted a forfeit of $250 for a fight 
at 135 pounds, give or take two. He will 
make the match for anythng up to $5,000 a 
side. McAuliffe said he would do nothing 
until Carroll gave a definite answer. Gov. 
Nicholls’ official organ announced this morn- 
ing that the Governor would put a stop to the 
fight. The law in the State governing fight- 
ing is as follows: 

Sec. 1. Be it enacted by the General Assembly 
of the State of Louisiana, That any person who 
shall send or cause to be sent, publish, or other- 
wise make known a challenge to fight, what is 
commonly called a prize-fight, or who shall ac- 
cept any such challenge, or who shall engage in 
such ht, or go into traiuing preparatory to 
such fight, or act as trainer for any such contem- 
plating a participation in such fight, and any per- 
son who shall act as aider, or abettor, backer, 
umpire, second, surgeon, or assistant at such 
fight, or in preparation for such fight, shall, upon 
conviction thereof, be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor and be punished by imprisonment in the 

arish jail for not more than six months and be 

ed not more than 800. 

Be it further enacted, etc., That any person who 
shall agree in this State to fight.out of this State, 
or shall go or attempt to go out of this State to 
figbt in any other State, place, or territory, or be- 
ing in this State shall in any way.or manner 22 
abet, or assist to fight, or ages to fight out o 
this State what is commonly called a — Sent. 
shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and be 
punished by imprisonment in the parish jail for 
not more than six months and be fined not more 


than . 

Provided, this act shall not apply to exhibitions 
and glove contests between human beings which 
may take place in the rooms of regularly char- 
tered athletic clubs. 

It is under the last clause that — — 
or glove contests in the State are allowed.

“BOUNCING” REPUBLICAN HOUSE MEM- 
BERS. 


There is a good deal being said just now 
by Democratic leaders, in and out of the 
Legislature, ahout “ bouncing ’’ enough Re- 
publican members of the Lower House to 
make a clear majority on joint ballot for 
Palmer for Senator. Hitherto Taz Terpvne 
has said nothing on this subject, doubting 
whether · the Democrats were really in earnest 
in their revolutionary talk. But the time 
seems to have come to give a word of friendly 
advice to the managers or “ steerers of that 


Dropping all questions of morality and look- 
ing at the matter simply as one of expediency, 
will it pay them to oust some Republican 
members from the seats which the people gave 
them simply to elect John M. Palmer to the 
Senate? Is the game worth the candle? Is 
the providing of an office for a worn-out poli- 
tician of so much consequence as to make it 
worth while to hazard the future prospects of 
the Democratic party in this State? 

A few days after the late election Gen. 
Palmer remarked that the success of the Dem- 
ocratic candidates was due to the fact that a 
number of persons had voted for them, not 
because they were satisfied with the policy of 
the Democratic party, but because they were 
displeased with the recent course of the Re- 
publican party in Congress, and that it de- 
pended altogether on the way in which the 
Democrats behaved themselves apd the use 
they made of their victory whether these new- 
ly-gained voters kept with them or went back 
whence they came. In Gen. Palmer’s opin- 
ion the Democratic party was on trial—on 
probation. 

How much sound truth there is in these 
words isshown by what happened in Ohio. 
Owing to local Republican disaffection, 
growing largely out of the liquor question, 
the Democrats were enabled tocarry both 
branches of the Legislature in 1889. The first 
use they made of their accidental power was 
to pass a scoundrelly apportionment bill giv- 
ing them fifteen out of the twenty-one 
Congressmen, even though the Republicans 


* should carry the State by 20,000. This angered 


all the Republicans—those who had voted for 
Democratic members of the Legislature even 
more than those who had voted for their own 
candidates —and the result was that last No- 
vember the Republicans swept Ohio by a 
good, solid majority, while other States to the 
east and west of it, once deemed even more 
reliably Republican, were carried by the Dem- 
ocrats. But for this apportionment rascality 
the evil workings of the McKinley bill would 
have given Ohio to the Democrats by a big 
majority, and they would have carried about 
every Congressional district except the Ash- 
tabula one. 

Similar causes will lead to similar effects. 


bill gave the Democrats a majority in the 
Lower House of the Illinois Legislature. If 
the Democrats try to abuse that temporary 
power by ejecting legally chosen members 
from their seats in order to get a Democratic 
majority on joint ballot they will arouse in 
Illinois a storm of. indignation, just as in 
Ohio. The McKinley bill will be forgotten. 
The stay-at-home Republicans, those who 
_ voted for Demoeratic candidates last fall, and 
the*independents will go to the polls at the 
next election ani cast anti-Democratic ballots. 
Illinois will give one of its old-time Repub- 
lican majorities against a party guilty of such 
shameful conduct. 
Nor will the Democrats be able to gain a 
Senator no matter how many Republicans 
unseat. They might as well understand, 
once for all, that every Republican House 
member whom they cast out will be accom- 
panied into exile by a Democratic Senator. 
That game ot tit for tat will be kept up till 
every Senator of the Democratic faith elected 
last fall has been sent packing. And the people, 
knowing why it is done, knowing that it is a 
case of fighting fire with fire, will sustain the 
party that does it. 

It the Democrats attempt to carry out their 
lawless threats they will find the present ses- 
sion a most unprofitable one for them. They 
will get no Senator. They will get through 
no Apportionment bill, Congressional or leg- 
islative. The Republicans will meet them at 
every point and baffle all their schemes, and 
two years hence they will meet them at the 
polis and clean them out from Chicago to 
Cairo, McKinley bill or no McKinley bill. If 
the Democrats are wise they Will be as honest 
as they can and will not try to abuse their ac- 
cidental triumph. Butif they think it is to 
their advantage to force the Illinois Rypub- 
licans to forget the McKinley bill and all 
other grievances, and present a united front 
to the enemy, then let them start in with the 
ousting of Republican Representatives.

THE WOLFISH HOWL FORA NEW — 
TUTION. 

A few taxeaters and certain nowebenes or- 
gans of officeholders are clamoring for a new 
Constitution. But the people of the State of 
Illinois are making no such demand. They 
are holding no meetings to ask for a constitu- 
tional convention. They are making the ques- 
tion an issue at no election. The papers which 
represent them say nothing on the subject or 
speak only to dendunce the proposition. 
Among the grievances of the farmers set 
forth in their platforms and resolves the Illi- 
nois Constitution finds no place. No city 
workingmen have said a word against it. 

It is evident that the masses are not trouble d 
by the assertion that they tied their hands 
when they adopted their present fundamental 
law and now, “want them unbound.” Of 
course they are not, for they do not believe it. 
They know it fo be untrue. They have a bet- 
ter idea of the nature of State Constitutions 
than certain editorial writers who set them- 
selves up as guides of the multitude, though 
ignorant of the subjects cuncerning which 
they give raw advice. When Tus Trisunz sees 
papers posing as public instructors, and yet un- 
acquainted with the fundamental principles 
of the matters they write about, it confesses 
that it does feel exasperated and would be 
glad to seealaw passed which would keep 
such sheets from making fools of themselves 
and perhaps befooling their readers. 

The Constitutions of States which have a 
representative form of government are not 
limitations of the powers of, and do not tie 
the hands of, the people who make them, but 
of the representatives, State and municipal, 
to whom the people intrust from time to time 
legislative functions. If it were certain that 
Legislatures would be composed of the wisest 
and most honest men in the community, who 
would never boodle, steal, or otherwise abuse 
their trust, there would be no need of a Con- 
stitution more than a few lines long. All that 
would be necessary would be to fix the num- 
ber of members of the Legislature and their 
term of office, and to make brief provision for 
the executive and judicial departments of the 
Government. But the experience of every 
State has proved that legislators will abuse 
their trust and that they can be bought or in- 
fluenced to do things which the people, if they 
could come together as in town-meeting, would 
never vote todo. Hence, the steady evolution 
of American State Constitutions, with their 
increasing restrictions—not on the people but 
on those agents whom the people, unable to 
meet in a primary body, select as their rep- 
resentatives and administrators to act for 
them. 

Such has been the experience of Illinois. 
The Constitution of 1818 gave large powers to 
the Legislature. That body abused them by 
plunging headlong into a vast wildcat 
scheme of internal improvements for the 
benefit of contractors, which bankrupted the 
State. The result was the Constitution of 
1848, which stripped the Legislature of its 
power to abuse its trust and betray the peo- 
ple by running up a crushing State debt. 
But the men who made that Constitution were 
not far-seeing. They did not perceive that it 
was as important to protect the minor polit- 
ical divisions of the State from financial 
wreck and ruin as it was the State itself. 
The legislators elected under the organic law 
of 1848 were even more false to their trust 
than those chosen under that of 1818. Their 
professions to their constituents before elec- 
tion were admirable; their practices after 
election when they got to Springfield were 
villainous. They empowered the City Coun- 
cil of Chicago to issue millions of bonds for 
all sorts of schemes without consulting the 
people. They put it in the power of the spec- 
ulators of smaller municipalities to fasten 
mortgages on the taxpayers to help railroads, 
roljing-mills, grist mills, coal mines, glass 
factories, woolen mills, and every variety of 
private enterprise. These corrupt members 
enacted, with the aid of the lobby, and sold 
to corporations charters granting them special 
privileges and immunities. They were given 
by the Constitution authority to pass general 
laws on the subject of 


corporations, but they 
Sete at ee 
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it was because 1 


depri ved 3 ot the poodle senda tom the 
sale of special charters. They extended the 
terms of officers without consulting the peo- 
ple and increased their fees and salaries, 
though already too high. 

The people stood this misconduct on the 
part of their agents for many years, for they 
promised before every election to dg better 
“the next time.” Finally, unable to stand it 
any longer, they ordered a convention and 
adopted the Constitution of 1870, and limited 
still further, not their @wn powers, which are 
still as sovereign as they ever were, but those 
of their representatives, For their own pro- 
tection they put a curb not merely on mem- 
bers of the General Assembly but on County 
Boards, City Councils, and township officers. 
They took from them, large and small, the 
power to blanket-mortgage the property of 
their constituents and to tax them till they 
staggered. 

The people of Illinois are not dissatisfied 
with those restrictions on representatives. 
To them they owe low taxes and arrest of 
debts, and they do not wish to untie the hands 
of their agents and let them again plunder at 
their sweet will in partnership ‘with the 
vultures of the lobby. On the contrary, they 
are, if anything, m favor of drawing the 
constitutional strings a little tighter. The 
people have not been pleased altogether with 
the conduct of their representatives in the 
General Assembly for the last few years. They 
have seen on the part of too many of them a 
disposition to abuse the powers they have, and 
are inclined to think they could be curtailed 
judiciously. 

Thus it will be seen that those who are 
working for a new “ free-and-easy, go-as-you- 
please Constitution are not trying to un- 
tie the hands of the people but of their 
agents. They want to secure for the latter 
the same unlimited power of attorney that 
they had under the Constitution of 1848. They 
want to revive the profitable industry of draw- 
ing up charters’ by the hundred, granting 
special franchises, and then lobbying them 
through the Legislature. They want to give 
again to the General Assembly its power to 
create monopolies for a price. They hanker 
after the old days when public taxes and pub- 
lic funds could be diverted to private uses, 
They wish to see the wealth which has been 
saved up during twenty years of low taxes and 
arrested mortgages handed over to the un- 
checked control of the taxeaters. They want 
to let down the bars so that the thieves and 
speculators may get mto the fat pastures they 
have been kept out of so long. 

This is what they want, but they dare not 
confess it. The people see through their little 
game, and neither in the Legislature nor at 
the polls can they get the necessary number 
of votes. The people will not untie the hands 
of their agents, knowing well that the first nse 
they would make of their freedom would be 
to abuse their power and to plunder their con- 
stituents, as was done under the Constitution 
of 1848, 


A Hou comment on the situation in the Ca- 
nadian Northwest furnishes additional sup- 
port to the claim that wheat culture in the re- 
gion is uncertain. The Montreal Trude Bul- 
letin says a number of elevators in Manitoba 
are full of wheat and there is a scarcity of 
cars to relieve them, which is all the more feR 
because “it would be dangerous to store a 
considerable portion of it (wheat) till the 
spring owing to its frosted and sprouting con- 
dition rendering it liable to be heated. The 
Bulletin charges that the policy of advancing 
freight rates on the grain is especially objec- 
tionable, as it seems to be the wish to foster 
the business of filling up the elevators at Port 
Arthur for the winter for the sake of the stor- 
age charges. Of course, the warehouses at that 
point would fill up only with sound grain, 
leaving the other to be got rid of at still lower 
prices than could have been obtained for it 
with no change in freight rates. The point of 
greatest interest to readers in this of the 
world is that made in the words abdve quoted. 
If last season were the only one of its kind the 
fact might be cited as proof that the climate 
of the Winnipeg region is all right for wheat 
culture, since other areas occasionally give a 
poor yield. But that cereal year is one out of 
several in which frost has done more or less 
damage, the warm season being too short to 
permit the grain to mature. As the Hudson 
Bay territory, which has recently been talked 
up across the Atlantic as a good place for 
farmers to move to, is still further north, the 
recommendation to settle there ought to be 
received with several grains of allowance. The 
Red River Valley, which extends far beyond 
our boundary line, is.a fertile one, its soil en- 
titling it to be called the garden of the region 
northwest from the headwaters of the Missis- 
sippi; but the summer is short and the winter 
long as well as rigorous, and that fact should 
not be ignored by Europeans in search of a 
home on this continent,

Actor Terris Gets Damages for a Malicious 
Attack on Him, 
(SPECIAL CABLE.) 

Lonpon, Jan. 18,—In the Court of Appeals 
today the case of William Terris versus the 
Sunday Times came up for hearing. The ac- 
tion is for libel, and is brought by Mr. Terris, 
the actor, in respect to a cable dispatch pub- 
lished in the Sunday Times in which it was 
stated that Terris, who was then on a profes- 
sional tour in America accompanied by Miss 
Milward, had been received with noticeable 


coldness. The cabled statement appeared two 


days prior to Terris’ appearance in America. 
He therefore on his part contended that the 
libel was published maliciously. At.the first 
trial before Justice Smith the jury gave the 
1 . aon 

r. Waller, Q. C., has now applied on be- 
half of the defendant for a reversal of judg. 
ment or a new trial on the ground that the 
dispatch was received by the Sunday Times 
trom its American correspondent in reg- 
ular course and was accordingly inserted in 
the paper without malicious intention, and 
that, under the circumstances, the damages 
awarded the plaintiff were excessive. The 
Master of the Rolls in dismissing the case 
said he had never heard a more insolent and 
scandalous attack upon a professional man. 
At the time the libel was published 
Terris had not even appeared in the 
pieee the correspondent had pretended to 
criticise. He said the court was not sitting to 
review the conduct of the correspondent in 
America, but had solely to deal with the de- 
fendants, who were responsible for the man- 
ner in which their newspaper was conducted. 
He thought that the jury was justified in the 
conclusion arrived at. rd Justice Bowen, 
m concluding, remarked that this was not a 
case which involved the right of free criticism 
of an actor’s performance, because the cable- 
gram was simply a falsehood. The applica- 
tion was refused with cosis. 


KOCH’S SECRET TO BE TOLD. 


The Manner of Preparing the Lymph Will 
Be Published. 
' [SPECIAL CABLE TO THE TRIBUNE.) 

BxxLIx, Jan. 13.—At yesterday’s meeting of 
Berlin surgeons Prof. Bardeleben stated that 
Dr. Koch would publish the secret of the com- 
position and preparation of his fuid in a few 
days. The publication will probably take 
place in the next number ofa German med- 
ical weekly which will appear Thurs- 
— 9 Prof. Bardeleben further stated that he 
had got quite a decided impression that 
surgical operations for tuberculosis have a 
better chance of success with the aid of 
of Koch’s fluid than without it. 
Dr. Koehler said he was convinced 
that lupus could be cured by Koch's 
method, though it cannot yet be affirmed that 
every case would certainly be cured. Ex- 
periments hitherto made with Koch’s fluid 
have led to the conviction that it will be well 
to employ only small doses and this will 
probably be the rule in the future. Where an 
increased dose is thought to be required the 
addition will bé but slight. : 

Prof. Virchow’s speech, which was unfavor- 
able to Koch’s method, has produced a pain- 
ful impression in medical circles here. Prof. 
Virchow’s observations are said to be 
exclusively on experiments made in the Berlin 
charity hospitals, where the conditions are 
et om and different from those in other hos- 
pitals. 

The Sultan is said to have taken from the 
Turkish doctors he sent hither to study Koch’s 
method all the fluid they took back with them 
to Constantinople. His Ottoman Majesty re- 
marked that he would not let the lymph be 
used till it could have a fair trial in establish- 
ments which would haye to be specially erect- 
ed for tuberculosis patients.

DEATH OF A BOSTON MILLIONAIRE, 


Capt. Joseph B, Thomas Passes Away at an 
Advanced Age. 

Boston, Mass., Jan. 13.—[Special.]—Capt. Jo- 
seph B. Thomas, President of the Standard Sugar 
Refinery and one of the wealthiest men in New 
England, died today, aged 80 years. He was a na- 
tis of Maine and early became well known 
as a shipmaster, trading largely with California. 
He was one of the original founders of the Bank 
of California and was for a long time President 
of the Board of Trade of San Francisco. He was 
a Republican in politics until within a few years, 
and was one of those, in connection with the Rev. 
T. Star King, to preserve California for the Union. 
He was one of the liberal. contributors 
during to the war to the Sanitary Commission. In 
1868 he closed out his business in San Francisco 
and lived abroad two years. On his return he es- 
tablished himself in Boston. He established the 
Standard Sugar Refinery, consolidated with it 
the Adams Sugar Refinery, and, when the Sugar 
Trust was formed, entered that and became the 
Boston trustee in it and Vice-President of the 
American Sugar-Refining 8 He has been 
President for many years of the Wakefield Rat- 
tan company of this city and was one of the few 
members of the Loyal Legion from civil life. He 
leaves a fortune estimated at $25,000,000 to 900.

WILLING TO DO 80 NOW,

It Will Lower to Within » Foot, or Two of 
the Water Line and Build a Stone Wall 
on Either Side—As a Consideration It Is 
to Receive a 300-Foot Right of Way— 
Temporary Buildings Can Be Put South 
of Jackson Street—How Architects Will 
Be Paid—Other Fair News. 
President Stuyvesant Fish of the Illinois 
Central has a plan of his own for ridding the 
Lake-Front of his railroad tracks. Mr. 


| Fish’s plan is simple and has been developed 


by a special engineer whom he has employed 
to make estimates of the various plans which 


have been proposed. Mr. Fish is willing to 
sink hit tracks on the ground which they now 
occupy. The corporation will do the work at 
its own expense. It will ask, though, that it 
be given a 300-feet right-of-way between Ran- 
dolph street and Park row instead of the 200 
which it now occupies. Dies da 

Mr. Fish 1s ready to lower his tracks within 
a foot or two of the water. He will also con- 
struct on either side of them a stone wall 
which shall reach just above the top of passi 
cars. He thinks that having done this m 
the World's Fair Directory could fill in the 
Lake-Front Park and grade up to within three 
or four feet of the top of the wall. This plan 
of Mr. Fish does not consider a complete set- 
tlement of the mparian right question, though 
it is understood he is ready to negotiate in 
that matter. ee 

It is claimed also that hegis willing to be 
reasonable in making any other arrange- 
ment with the city looking to 
the disposition of the tracks. Last summer 
through General Solicitor Ayer, the railroad 
offered to move its tracks out into the lake 
1,760 feet from the west line of Michigan 
avenue and between Adams and Twenty-sec- 
ond streets. The road then to accept 
the privilege of filling in the Jake north of 
Adams street out to the Gevernment dock 
line, and in return give up all its lands and 
right-of-way along the Lake Front, reserving 
only sufficient space at Sixteenth street for 
making connection with the St. Charles air 
line. This lan or any reasonable modifica- 
tion of it, Mr. Fish, it is understood, would be 
willing to consider. 

The railroad is 1 taking some inter- 
est in the pending Lake-Front struggle, and 
has engaged a special engineer to consider 
and advise on the situation. The corporation, 
it is said, has also been experimenting upon 
projects for mitigating the smoke nuisance 
which its engines create. It has tried burning 
oil, but this proved unsatisfactory. Coke has 
been tried, too, but it makes a cinder that re- 
tains fire, and subjects the eyes of employés 
to danger.”’ 

President Fish refused to talk to newspaper 
men yesterday about the tunnel ordinance. 
He declared, though, to others that he would 
never agree tosuch a plan as long as he is 
President of the Illinois Central. As Presi- 
dent, though, he has made some equally 
strong statements concerning other Lake-Front 
plans, and subsequently, under the influence of 
new light, changed his mind. He declared 
that the original track removal scheme could 
not be considered. Later on it was consid- 
ered. Then when it was proposed that the 
road give up its shops and roundhouses be- 
tween Thirteenth and Sixteenth streets the 
President declared that the corporation might 
as well go out of the railroad business. Again 
the President changed his mind and to 
let the shops go. Now the railroad is con- 
fronted with the tunnel ordinance. Against 
this Mr. Fish has many objections. He says 
the plan is impracticable because, in order to 
make the top of the arcade level with Michi- 
gan avenue, the tracks would have to be 
sunk thirteen feet lower than they are at pres- 
ent. The rise would begin at Jackson street 
and the trains would have but about half a 
mile in which to climb the thirteen-foot grade, 
The maximum grade of the road is under- 
stood to be twenty-six feet to the mile, so that 
the tunnel approach would be no steeper than 
other portions of the road. But the railroad 
claims that it must have straight tracks for 
switching purposes and that the new ground 
which it is proposed the railroad may create 
will not offer such accommodations. To 
switch long trains on curved tracks requires 
an extra man to signal between the switch- 
man or brakeman and the engineer. When 
tracks curve around other tracks on which 
cars are standing the engineer is unable to see 
the rear end of his train. 

Another objection raised by the railroad is 
that it could not run the St. Charles Air Line 
into the tunnel at Sixteenth street. It would 
have to come to grade at Clark street in order 
to make connection with the network of tracks 
which cross one another there. The distance 
between Michigan avenue and Clark street, it 
is claimed, is too short, though it does not 
appear that it varies greatly in comparison 
with the distance between Jackson Lake 
streets. 

Inability to switch cars in a tunnel is also 
urged. This is met with the counter state- 
ment that the switchng may be 
done in the yards, though at 
some inconvenience, which, however, would 
will not be greater than that experienced by 
other roads having yards in the city. A 
further objection is that if an engine or train 
should run off the track in the tunnel a num- 
ber of supports would probably be torn down 
and might let the roadway above fall through. 

The ordinance framers say that safety rails 
might be provided, and that trains are not run 
on the supposition that they are going to 
jump the track. 

The Committee on Wharves and Public 
Grounds has not yet fixed a date for calling 
upon President Fish. 


WILL TRY IT ONCE MORE, 


Directors Decide to Take Up the Lake 
Front-Tllinois Central Problem Again. 
The Lake-Front is still in the field. The 

directors met last night and determined to 

continue the struggle a little while longer. 

They will wait a few days and see what be- 

comes of pending negotiations. Meanwhile 

the Michigan avenue property owners have 
said they would allow temporary buildings to 
be placed on the Lake-Front south of Jackson 

street, provided the directors would give a

SPECULATORS ANXIOUSLY WATCHING 
FINANCIAL LEGISLATION, 


The Stock Market Advances Sharply on a 
Report That a Compromise Had Been 
Reached im the Senate—The “ Wall Street 
Daily News” Thinks Free Silver May 
Be Adopted to Prevent Worse Evils— 
Failures. 


New York, Jan. 13.—[Special.}—The strug- 
gle at Washington for free coinage of silver is 
atthe moment the dominant factor. in the 
speculative problem. 

There is not the ghost of ashow in the House 
for the bill permitting railroads to pool, even 
if it should pass the Senate, and nobody in 
the street, therefore, cares two pins about that 
measure. 


The reaction in stocks begun yesterday aft- 
ernoon was renewed at the opening this morn- 
ing, but was soon followed by a moderate 
rally, after which the matket became irregu- 
lar and quiet. 

It was roused from its torpor about noon 
when a report from Washington was circu- 
lated to the effect that a compromise had been 
arranged between the friends and opponents 
of free coinage. A smart rise followed, and 
continued with brief intervals until the close, 
— prices in most instances being the high- 


The dozen most active stocks show a net ad- 
vance of 1 to 11, with an exceptional nse of 
276 in Rock Island. There was no news ofa 
character to affect speculation, unless the re- 
ports about the silver struggle can be called 
news. Ihe operator who was most prominent 
on the bear side was quoted as declaring, in 
brokers’ offices, his belief that the enactment 
of a free coinage bill would be followed by a 
boom such as the resumption of specie pay- 
ments produced twelve years . 

This view seems to be — entertained 
their argument being that free coinage would 
produce an enormous inflation of the cur- 
rency, and that cheaper money would of 
course mean higher prices for eve ing, in- 
cluding stocks. As to the outcome of the 
battle for free silver, if there 1s a chance of 
the measure passing both Houses the situation 
is one calling for caution on the part of those 
who trade in stocks, for recent utterances of 
President Harrison do not give positive assur- 
ance that he would stand out and refuse to 
sign a bill if it should seem to be demanded 
by a majority of the people’s representatives. 

The ultimate effect of free coin would 
undoubtedly be a boom in stocks. But what 
would be its immediate effect? Fear of such 
legislation a few months ago led to the hoard- 
ing of gold and of things which would com- 
mand gold inthe world’s markets, and this 
— it is conceded, contributed to the 
panic of last November. If the $700,000,000 
of gold in the country were to be suddenly 
withheld from circulation with what could it 
be at once replaced? It is as certain as any- 
thing human that the enactment of a free 
silver eoinage bill would be followed by this 
unprecedented contraction of the circulating 
medium with the evils that it implies. It 
would seem, however, that professional traders 
expect a compromise rather than the radical 
measure, for siver bullion certificates were 
barely steady most of the day and finished on 
a slight fractional decline. 


TQ. PREVENT ABSOLUTE RUIN, 


Free Coinage May Be Adopted to Avoid 
More Dangerous Evils, 

New Yorx, Jan. 13.—[Special.|—The Wall 
Street News says editorially : 
It really begins to look as if there was a grow- 
ing probability of free comage of silver, not as a 
measure of wisdom, but as a measure of 
avoid something worse.

MICHIGAN LEGISLATURE, 


Bills Concerning Railroad Passes and 
Drunkenness Introduced, 

Laxsina, Micn., Jan. 13.—[Special.]—Ex- 
Speaker Drekema today introduced a bill in 
the Legislature prohibiting the issumg of rail- 
road to members under penalty of a 
fine of not less than $1,000 nor more than 
$10,000. The law also applies to all State offi- 
eers and Judges of courts of record. If the 
pass is accepted the recipient is liable to a 
like fine or one year’s imprisonment, at the 
option of the court. 

Bills were also introduced to provide a uni- 
form system of school text-books under State 
contract, and to abojish the State Board of 


Corrections and Charities, the State Weather 


Service, the State Board of Health, and the 
State Game Wardenship. 

Representative Leach of Tuscola introduced 
a remarkable bill to punish drunkenness. It 
provides that persons found drunk shall be 
fined not over $100 for the first offense, double 
that sum for the second, and treble for the 
third. For selling liquor to persons addicted to 
drink a like fine is imposed, with an alternative 
of imprisonment. Just how the symptoms of 
drunkenness shall be determined is laid down 
in the bill, and it is provided that a committee 
of two under oath shall pass upon the intoxi- 
cation of the individual arrested.

DR. OWSLEY INJECTS MORE LYMPH. | 


Cases of Lupus, Tuberculosis, and Hip Dis- 
ease Treated at the Polyclinic Hospital. 
Dr. Koch’s lymph, in the hands of Dr. Fred- 

erick D. Owsley, attracted about sixty physi- 
cians, surgeons, and students to the theater of 
the Polyclinic Hospital last night. The Clin- 
ical Society of the institution had charge of 
the lymph @emonstration and lecture, Dr. 
Belfield, Chairman of the society, presiding. 
Dr. Sarah Hackett Stevenson took a prom- 
inent part in the discussion and questioning 
which occurred. Several prominent medical 
men—specialists in skin and pulmonary dis- 
eases—were among the invited auditors, as 
well as the members of the faculty. 

Augusta Hesse, the girl who was inoculated 
Monday afternoon, was brought in and Dr. 
Owsley explained the changes which had taken 
place in her case of lupus since the injection 
of the lymph. Her temperature was 994<°, a 
gain of 1, and there hai been a marked 
change in the character of the disease itself, 
although only a slight reaction in temperature 
had taken place. A puffiness and increased 
redness of the parts surrounding the ulcera- 
tions of the face were noticed, as in the lupus 
cases treated in Berlin by Dr. Koch. Dr. 
Owsley thought the patient was in a fair way 
to recovery. 

J. McMahon, 30 years of age, a California 
athlete who had lost twenty pounds in the last 
three months, was brought in. He was pass- 
ing though the city and hearing of the lymph 
inoculations he stopped over for treatment. 
He will remain at the Polyclinic Hospital for 
the benefit of the profession. His case is one 
of pulmonary tuberculosis. One milligram 
was the quantity of concentrated lymph which 
Dr. Owsley injected with his syringe under 
the patient’s skin between his shoulder blades. 
The man’s back was bared to the audience 
and the operation was over in a few minutes. 

“There may not be any reaction in this 
case, or there may be 4° or 5° of fever,” said 
Dr. Owsley. 

Before the next case was brought in by the 
nurses Dr. Belfield announced that it was one 
of his cases—necrosis of the left leg—which 
he wanted Dr. Owsley to pass upon, as it 
might be useful to inject for diagnostic pur- 
poses only. There had been extensive disease 
round the bones of the left leg, but it didn’t 
impress Dr. Belfield as being a tubercular dis- 
ease. An intelligent-looking boy of 12 years, 
known as Albert, was carried in, his limbs being 
rigid. They were baredand Dr. Owsley de- 
cided to inject half a milligram. The little 
fellow didn’t wince a bit—in fact he smiled. 
He has been a sufferer for four years and the 
scars on both his lim bs showed where the dis- 
ease had healed. He was taken back to 
Maurice Porter Hospital. Dr. Owsley thought 
a4 a probably a tubercular case of ase of 

e knee. 


Amanda was the name of the girl who fur- 
nished the next case for treatment. She was 
a frail 12-year-old little creature who made 
her way to the operating-chair on crutches. 
Her ailment was incipient hip-disease, a typic- 
al case, which has been treated by mobiliza- 
tion of ‘the joint,“ announced Mr. Belfield. 
Dr. Owsley decided to inject half a milligram 
and the patient was removed to the Maurice 
Porter Hospital after the operation. While 
Dr. Owsley was operating on the boy an un- 
fortunate accident happened. For want of 
an assistant at the right momenthe spilled 
about 200 doses ofthe lymph on the table and 
the loss was much regretted by those present.

TESTIMONY AGAINST WOOD, 


The Insane Hospital Attendant Charged 
with Killing Lawyer Blount on Trial. 
Ricumonp, Ind., Jan. 13.— Special.] — The 

jurors in the case of the State vs. J. A. Wood, 

charged with the murder of T. J. Blount in 
the Eastern Insane Hospital, are all out-of- 
town people, and thirty-six of the special 
venire had been called when the jury was ac- 
cepted. The opening of the morning session 
was occupied in an effort of the defense to get 
from Superintendent Wells the testimony 
taken by the hospital trustees at the time of the 
murder. In this they were successful, and an 
hour and a half was then consumed in examin- 
ing it and getting some additional witnesses 
from the hospital. The first witness called 
was Harriet C. Blount, widow of the murdered 
man, who described the prostrate condition in 
which she found her husband, with face and 
eyes swollen and discolored, when she came to 
the hospital on the afternoon precedi 
death at midnight. 

Warren Blount, father of the murdered 
man, testified that he had a wild spell before 
coming, but was better-natured than usual 
and never quarrelsome while he walked about 
freely, though not having full use of one side. 


SNUBBED THE PROHIBITIONISTS. 


The City Council of Ottamwa, Ia., Not 
Seeking Any Outside Advice. 

Orrumwa, Ia., Jan. 13.—[Special.]—The 
differences between the citizens who have been 
agitating for the full enforcement of the pro- 
hibitory law and the City Council are leading 
toward active hostilities. The prohibitionists 
have been working for the repeal of the dis- 
orderly house ordinance, alleging that it was 
a covert method of licensing the holes 
in the wall.

CHICAGO'S DEFICIENT WATER SUPPLY. 


The Old Tunnel Should Be Extended 
Farther Out Into Pure Water. 

At the meeting of the Council Monday an- 
other order was passed for the construction of 
a temporary tunnel extending only a mile or 
so from shore, The estimate of the cost is 
$125,000. It is believed in well informed quar- 
ters that it will cost $250,000. When it is con- 
structed Chicago’s water supply may be more 
abundant, but it will not be purer. It willnot 
be as pure as it is now. Nor will it seem as 
pure. 

For several days the Chicago water has ap- 
peared roily, dirty, and dull. It is doubtless 
wholesome enough. But to the mind’s eye and 
the physical eye it does not appear to be so, 
and appearances go a great way with our 
urban people. Thestormy weather of the last 
few days has lashed the lake waters, and near 
shore there has been a considerable tearing up 
of the muddy and sandy bottom. The discol- 
ored water has extended out perhaps a little 
beyond the present two-mile crib. It will 
always do so in such wind and weather. 

Even when the new Onderdonk tunnels are 
completed our water supply will not appear to 
be pure unless we take our whole supply from 
a point beyond the reach of the storm-stirred 
water and the back water of the Desplaines in 
the flood time of occasional years. T 


The muddy 
water from the old crib will mingle in the 
pipes of the pure water taken from the ex- 
panse of blue, clear water at the four-mile 
crib.. The construction of the one-mile tunnel 
authorized by the Council -Monday night will 
not carry in pare water in stormy weather. 
What should be done—what would be done 
if the municipal authorities were sed of 
that energy and intelligence necessary for the 
government of a great city like Chicago—is to 
extend the present tunnel a mile and a halt or 
two miles further into the lake. Mr. Ches- 
brough, who designed the original tunnel, 
contemplated such an extension. It seems to 
be a necessity now. It can be pushed from 
this time forward, and the work can be com- 
pleted before the new or Onderdonk tunnels, 
which proceed at snail’s pace yet, will be 
ready for use.

A SOUTHERNER SUES FOUR “ OUTSIDE” 
INSURANCE COMPANIES, 


They Refused to Pay His Policies Because 
They Had No Licenses to Do Business 
in the State—Corporations Dispute Over 
a Name—Suit to Compel a Conveyance—

The outside insurance companies that are doing 
business in this State without licenses, 5 required 
by the statute, met with defeat before Judge An- 
thony yesterday.

Powell’s cotton burned, and upon his demand- 
ing the insurance the companies coolly rejoined 
that the policies were void, as they had no right 
to do business in this State. Powell’s Southern 
blood was roused, and he commenced suit to re- 
cover.

TROLS THE TELEGRAPH SYSTEM. 


Walk with Director G. H. Sachse of Berlin— 

Government Management of the Postal 

_ Department—Telephones Are Cheap in 
the vaterland The Way Sharks Are 
Tortured in Galveston Bay—A Wild Ride 
on the Back of a Buffalo. 

G. H. Sachse of Berlin, director of the Post 
and Telegraph Department of the German 
Empire, is at the Grand Pacific accompanied 
by Kis secretary. The international postal 

agreement between Germany and the United 
States recently became a law. Mr. Sachse is 
hereto complete the arrangements of the 
agreement and to look over the system now 
under the control of Mr. Wanamaker. 

I have had the pleasure of examining the 
workings of your big Post-Office here,” said 
the visitor yesterday. Mr. Sexton was kind 
enough to devote two hours of his time to me, 
and 1 have gained much valuable mforma- 
tion. When I return home I will startle the 
post-office people with a few needed reforms 
and improvements. Our service, however, in 
dome respects 1s superior to yours. It is di- 
vided into three departments the postal, the 
telegraph, and the telephone. We employ 
more than 100,000 men, and unless something 
that is absolutely unpardonable is done by 
their positions for 
lite. Dr. von Stephan, the Director-Gen- 
eral of the Posts, has held his position 
for about twenty years. I have been con- 
nected with the service for thirty-six years, 
and have no fears but I shall always be con- 


. nected with it. 


I think it would be much better if your 
telegraph and Government service were under 
the control of the Government. The Nation 
certainly should have charge of the telegraph 
system, and it would be much better if the 
telephone system was under State or munici- 
pal control. I understand the telephone sub- 
scribers of Chicago have to pay $150 or $125 
annually for the use of the service. Sucha 
cost is outrageous. Thec in the German 
Empire is not 3—— that amount, 

: being ik gy but $37 a _

Allison Not Ready for Free Coinage. 


Mr. Allison said that he would vote against 
the Stewart amendment. It was true that the 
people of the United States did not favor the 
use of metallic money in ordinary transac- 
tions, whether of silver or gold. They pre- 
ferred paper substitutes for coin, whether that 
coin be of silver or of gold. Therefore he had 
some degree of impatience when he was told 
that there was piled up in the Treasury 310,- 
000,000 of silver dollars. It was a well-known 
fact that there was piled upinthe Treasury 
almost as much gold, or if it was not piled up 
there it was piled up in the bank vaults of the 
great cities.

AFFRONT TO UNCLE SAM. 


ENGLAND’S LATEST MOVE IN THE 
BERING SEA CONTROVERSY. 


Salisbury’s Action in Asking the Supreme 
Court to Decide Upon Legal Points Bear- 
ing Upon an International Difference 
Now Under Negotiation Regarded as a 
Grave Breach of Diplomatic Courtesy— 
A Trenchant Dispatch Looked For from 
‘Mr. Blaine—Status of the Case. 

Wasnmorox, D. C., Jan. 13.—[{Special. ]— 

The opinion in Washington is that the British 

Foreign Office has been advised badly in seek- 

ing to execute a flank movement in the Bering 

Sea controversy in the Supreme Court of the 

United States. Secretary Blaine’s state paper 

consequently is looked forward to with great 

interest. It hardiy can fail to be a vigorous 
rem.nder to Lord Salisbury. The legal points 
set forth by Sir Julian Pauncefote’s counsel 
may or may not be welltaken. A fine legal 
argument can be made on either side, but 
that is not ‘the question now discussed. It is 
whether Lord Salisbuty has not put a deliber- 
ate affront on the United States by a grave 
breach of diplomatic courtesy. Under 
its own citizens her 
Maiesty’s Government formally appears in 
the Supreme Court and asks a decision on 
legal points which bear on an international 
controversy now in course of negotiation. In 
other words, the British Government steps in 
to press the case of an individual litigant. 

The negotiations had not been actually sus- 

pended because Lord Salisbury had made no 

answer declining Secretary Biaine’s arbitra- 
tion proposals. But that is notthe main ques- 
tion. It is whether the Supreme Court of the 

United States may be used to advance tne in- 

terest of one party to an international political 

dispute. The court has refused uniformly to 
be made an instrument of domestic politics, 
and it would be an unusual proceeding for it 
to travel outside its customary paths to get 
hold of an international political question. 

The international questions heretofore decided 

always have been in the cases of individuals. 

In the Lawrence forgery case the court held 

to what was known as the British interpreta- 

tion of the extradition law, but the case came 
before it in the regular way as that of an indi- 


vidual, and no foreign government sought to 


intervene as a party to the suit. 
Status of the Case. 


As the Bering Sea controversy now stands 
no decision could have any force on Great 
Britain, because it would refuse to recognize 
the right of the courts in any country to set up 
a code of international law. But the United 
States would be bound by the decision of its 
own court and would be prevented from con- 
tinuing its diplomatic policy if a decision 
favorable to the British contention were given. 
There is little reason to sup it will go into 
the disputed points at all... The legal situation 
is this: Her Majesty’s Government yesterday 
moved an injunction, or rather a prohibition, 
as it is termed in admiralty cases. The 
Attorney-General objected to the introduction 
of the motion. He claimed the Supreme 
Court has no jurisdiction in the case at issue 
which originated in the District Court of 
Alaska. He argued that the case in point is a 


therefore no place in the Supreme Court. He 
also maintained that it was unconstitutional 
for the Supreme Court to administer upon 
matters belonging to the executive. The court

If the court should hold that the ques- 
tion is nota political one it then wo be 
time enough to discuss the legal aspects of the 
case. None of the Justices, as far as can be 
learned, look upon the question now at issue 
as one of international law. 
Mr. Blaine’s Probable Course. 

It is understood the Cabinet today had some 
general conversation on the subject, thougbł it 
was not brought up officially. Mr. Blaine did 
not come to the meeting till late, being de- 
tained at the State Department. it is prob- 
able through the medium of a trenchant dis- 
patch to Minister Lincoln Mr. Blaine will 
notify Salisbury that the Government of the 
United States deems itself grossly affronted 
by the proceedings taken in the Supreme 
Court. Having proposed to arbitrate the 
question of the jurisdictional rights of the 
United States in Bering Sea, and having been 
advised that the proposal is acceptable in 
principle, though not in form, Lord Salisbury 
will be reminded by Mr. Blaine that every 
consideration of propriety should have pre- 
vented his Lordship from resorting to another 
branch of the Federal Government to obtain 
a decision of the question he had been pro- 
fessedly conducting toa settlement with that 
hrauch of the Federal Administration consti- 
tutionally charged with the conduct of foreign 


relations. 
Strained Relations. 

It would not surprise people generally if the 
affair led toa serious straining of relations 
between the Administration and the British 
Ministry and Embassy, and it is at any rate 
not likely to increase the friendly feeling be- 
tween the two nations. It is noticeable that 
the main question submitted to the court by 
the foreign litigants is precisely the question 
which Mr. Blaine refused to submit to arbi- 
tration, holding that it did not represent the 
contention of the United States. 

If the court should decide in favor of 
Canada the decision would not be final as to 
the equities involved in the case, but by de- 
priving the United States of the power to libel 
a vessel seized in Bering Sea beyond three 
miles from shore it would make it impossible 
fot this country to enforce its present preten- 
sions in the case. 

Mr. Adams of [linois said today he was 
glad the matter was likely to get before the 
Supreme Court, of whose jurisdiction he had 
no doubt, It is desirable,” he said, that 
the legal question should be settled by that 
high tribunal. Negotiations can then pro- 
ceed upon the other questions, not ques- 
tions of law, upon which the United 

tates bases its, claim. Of course, Mr. 

laine could not ask Great Britain to sub- 
mit the _— of law to our court, but 
he probably will not be at all displeased if it 
can properly go there upon Great Britain’s 
own motion. Of course it is a compliment to 
our Supreme Court, and one which it deserves, 
that Great Britain should appeal to it. There 
is not another such tribunal in the world. The 
questions upon which Mr. Blaine lays stress in 
his contention in behalf of the United States— 
— 7 that for the general public good 
Great Britain ought to recognize the right of 
the United States to protect the seals; and 
further, that Great Britain had acknowledged 
by acquiescence the right of Russia to this 
sea, cannot get before the court. Therefore, 
if the court should decide the question of law 
against the United States, these questions 
would remain for negotiation. A satisfacto 
settlement on these points might be reach 
with the technical law question disposed of.“

WANTS POSTAL TELEGRAPHY. 


Wanamaker’s Letter to Chairman 
Bingham of the House Committee, 

Wasnixdrox, D. C., Jan. 13.—With the ap- 
proval of the Committee on Post-Offices and 
Post-Roads Chairman Bingham has made 
public the following letter from Postmaster- 
General Wanamaker addressed last Friday to 
Representative Evans, Chairman of the sub- 
committee on postal telegraph:

Wasuinoeton, D. C., Jan. 13.—Senator Frye's 
Committee on Pacific i was called to- 
gether today in order to hear further argu- 
ments upon the bill already reported from the 
committee to secure repayment ofthe Govern- 
ment indebtedness of the Union and Central Pa- 
cific railroad companies.

Treated as an Entire Stranger When He 
Went to Introduce a Keystone State 
Delegation — Why Postmaster-General 
Wanamaker Didn't Accompany Him 
Republican and Democratic Senators 
Who Combine for Spoils—The Presi- 
dent’s High Idea of His Position, 

Wasuixcton, D. C., Jan. 13.—|Special.]— 
Senator Don Cameron’s visit to the President 
last Saturday was supposed at first to be an 
important political event. He has not been 
in the White House beforé since the President 
was inaugurated. Hence his call was sup- 
posed to be the beginning of a desire to be on 
good terms with the President. It appears, 
however, there was no such particular reason 
for the visit. Some of the incidents connected 
with it are amusing. The Senator has posed 
so long in Washington as being thoroughly 
independent of his party that he had been able 
to turn a deat ear to all of the demands for 
patronage from his State. But he has an 
election on now, and so when a Pittsburg 
delegation telegraphed him last week 
that they were coming down to 
present the name of Judge Hollingsworth for 
an appointment as a Western Circuit Judge of 

Pennsylvania, Mr. Cameron felt it would not 

do to say to this delegation he could not pre- 

sent them to the President. He sought to 
make matters easier by sending for Postmas- 
ter-General Wanamaker to accompany him. 

As Cameron has been quite as much out with 

Mr. Wanamaker as with the Presidént, the 

latter saw no reason why he should tréuble 

himself. He sent a return message saying he 
was too busy to leave his office, but wo be 
pleased to see Mr. Cameron if he should care 
to call there any time before 1 o’clock. Mr. 

Cameron did not call and was obliged to 

undergo the disagreeable task of going to the 

President himself.
